Yesterday, the California Senate 
ducational committee conducted an 
nterim hearing on SB 18, which 
ould establish a collegial model of 
cademic governance on any campus 
ot the California State University and 
ollege (CSUC) system with the ap- 
roval of a majority of the full-time 


The locus of power in a collegial 
rodel, as defined in SB 18, would 
eside in a “campus academic senate” 
ith sole policymaking powers in the 
rea of self-governance. Budget 
qnatters hiring, retention and tenure: 

egree programs and curriculum: and 
oo and retention of ad- 
Ministrative personnel are some areas 


The bill would also allow faculty 
members to fire a campus president 
define the president's duties and re- 
quire academic administrators to be 
selected from the regular full-time

Walter Koppleman. Philosophy 
protessor at San Diego State. said 
“Present morale is at an all time low 
and persons who have dedicated their 
lives to their profession now find that 
the only time they are taken seriously 
is when the administration already 
agrees with them.” 

Marc R. Tool, economics profes 
sor at CSUS and co - author of the bill 
said, “It’s a way to end the cold war on 
some campuses between faculty and 
administrators.” He added, “It's not 
an anti - president or chancellor bill 
It's a pro - faculty and pro - education 
bill.” 

Most proponents of the bill feel the 
current bureaucratic model is not ap- 
plicable to the university system. “it 
doesn't cater to. or support the 
intellectual community,” Tool said 

James Bond, president of CSUS 
said “SB 18 is totally unworkable ina 
large institution and abergates the 
sound knowledge of management 
Special skills and administrative 
competency needed when faced with 
demands of the public, problems of 
resources and the human needs of the 
college would be lacking ” 

Sandra Barkdull, mathematics 
professor at CSUS, thinks academic 











administrators drawr, from the faculty 
would be knowledgeable about their 


institution. aware of its particular 
needs, and committed to its im 
provement 

When asked about faculty ad- 
ministrators Bond said he. “does not 
feel the faculty is qualified as ad- 
ministrators ~ He thought the 
collegiai system might work in a smail! 
private college but “in a complex 
college like CSUS, the 73rd largest 
institution in the United States. the 
quality of education would decrease 
under SB IX” 

State Senator Albert Rhodda (D 
Sacramento), sponsor of the proposa! 
said he was not out to axe ad 
ministrators. “I'm not raising a big 
fight against admimstrators Some of 
the state's faculty feel the bill would be 
an improvement for the state system 
At this time we want some dialogue on 
the subject.” be said 

Another proponent of the bil 
Pau! Bush, economics professor at 
Fresno State, said SB I8 offers a 
choice between the wasteful ex 
travagance ol centralized bureaucratic 
decision - making with a system of res 
ponsibility and accountability 
inherent im the collegial model. the

‘Why me?’ pleads soccer coach

Don Zingale’s head is on the chop- 
ping biock, and the big question in his 
mind is, “Why me?” 

Last week, the assistant professor 
and tiead soccer coach stood before a 
three - man campus Disciplinary Ac- 
ion Commutiee to answer ad- 
ministration charges that “he (Z- 
ingale) failed to carrv out a baste res- 
ponsibility that must be assumed by 
coaches in the (NCAA) eligibility - 
competition’ process 

In an Oct. 2% 1975 memo to 
Zingale, Associate Vice President for 
Academic Affairs Floyd Mullinix 
States, “It has been alleged that you 
have been derelict in the performance 


of certain duties and responsibilities as 
head soccer coach of this university 
These allegations. if true, constitute 
incompetency and or failure” or 
refusal to perform the normal and 
reasonable duties of your assignment 
as head soccer coach.” 

Mullinix listed the four allegations 
Zingale was accused of That Zingale 
allowed student athlete Jorge Plasen- 
Cia tO participate in two soccer games 
Gunior varnsty and varsity) while 
academically ineligible under NCAA 
and Far Western Conference (F WC) 
regulations, that Zingale allowed 
Plasencia to participate in those same 
two games without having cleared the 
medica! procedures from the Student 
Health Center. that Zingale permitted 
Plasencia to play without having his

Morris files

Eugene Morris, former director of 
the CSUS Foundation, is in the 
process of filing two lawsuits against 
the foundation and the university 

Both of the lawsuits stem from the 
Board of Governors’ controversial 8 - 
4 decision last semester to fire Morris 
Morris’ lawyers said that both suits 
will be filed within a month 

The CSUS foundation generates 
and handles federal grant monies for 
faculty and student research. It is one 
of five non - profit auxillaries at 
CSUS 

According to Morris and other 


sources, his firing came as a result of 
his demands for detatied accounting 
of funds paid out of foundation dis- 
cretionary accounts for entertainment 
and travel expenses, spent mainly by 
Bond. Morns had refused to sign 
nearly $0% of the vouchers sent to him 
by Bond because of their questionable 
nature 

Greg Thatch, executive assistant to 
Bond, denied these allegations and 
claimed Bond had nothing to do with 
Morris’ dismissal. Thatch said that 
Bond, as chairman of the foundation 
Boa/d of Governors, did not initiate 
the dismissal action and that he did 
not vote on the issue 

One of the lawsuits claims that

Morris also questioned the abrupt 
nature of his dismissal: “After seven 
years. | would think thah I would be 
entitled to a hearing 

Morris’ other lawsuit is being han- 
died by Allen Link, an attorney for the 
California Employes Association. In 
this suit, Morris is requesting 
reinstatement as foundation director 
with full back pay The suit also at- 
tacks the question of whether or not 
Morris was a state employe 

“The foundation didn’t follow the 
procedures they're supposed to if they 
are separate from the university,” said 
Link He claimed that the foundation 
is Operating i “the best of all possible 
worlds” and taxes different positions 
regarding employes when it is to their 


advantage 
AS examples, Link cited the fact 


that the foundation Pays employes 
once a month. If they were private em- 
ployes, Link said, they must be paid at 
least twice a month. Link also said 
that the current policy of presenting 
grievances before the State Personnel 
Board indicated that they are state em- 
ployes 


Bruce Richards, a lawyer represen- 
ting CSUS at the Chancellor's Office, 
Said that he was not aware of any law 
requiring private corporations to pay 
employes twice a month and that the 
use of the State Personnel Board . 
didn't necessarily mean that employes 
were state employes 

As a precedent for determining 
Morris’ status, Richards mentioned a 
CSU Chico court decision in which 
the head of the associated students 
there was deemed to be a private em- 
ploye 

Richards said that he was unaware 
of any suits that may be filed by Mor- 
rs against the foundation

Have insects joined the list of diet 
aids’ 


A Tulane University psychologist 
says he is helping fat people lose 
weight by showing them subliminal 
images of insects crawling through the 
food they love 

Doctor Hal Becker, director of the 
clinical and behavioral engineering 
lab at Tulane Univers.ty in New 
Orleans, says his patients attend 90 - 
minute sessions each week, during 
which they watch videotaped mes- 
sages on diet and nutrition. The Doc- 
tor says that during the sessions, 


background images are flashed on the 
screen too quickly to be consciously 
noticed. The images are either of slim 
handsome men and women in at 
tractive surroundings. or of insects 
and devils scampering over or infes- 
ting foods the dieter is supposed to 
avoid 

Becker says that his film session ts 
“Trying to make fat people think ‘nor 
mal,’ which they don't know how to 
do. They think “fat,” he says 

The doctor also reports he 
periodically videotapes his patients

Government actions agair 
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Dr. Emil Mrak discusses dietary habits and food consumption 


Mrak talks on food |

Food additives and chemicals are 
not the only hazards facing Americans 
in their daily food consumption 

“Now it ts starting to appear that 
there is much more to the total picture 
of food safety than just chemicals 
alone It appears that our whole 
culture and diet pattern are also im- 
portant and should be taken into con- 
sideration as well as the chemical 
aspect,” stated Dr. Emil Mrak, 
chancellor emeritus, UC, Davis. Mrak 
spoke on Health Hazards in Food and 
Protection from Food Hazards last 
Wednesday in the CSUS's 
Playwright’s Theatre 

Mrak stressed the need to educate 
people on all levels concerning their 
dietary habits and their daily food 
Consuliption 

Mrak discussed the criticism of 
American conducted studies of such 
chemicals as DDT and food additives 
There are questions being raised by of- 
ficials about the standards and 
Procedures used by the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) in their 
laboratory tests. Political pressure 
and emotional rule often control the 
bans issued by the FDA. Mrak 
stressed the need for a cooperative ef- 
fort between scientists, government,

Failure to do so could only lead to on 
scare after another as far as chemicals 
in foods are concerned, Mrak suid 
“We have been taking a |imited 
course in looking only at chemicals 
additives, and individual chemicals 
and testing with highly susceptible 
mice under adverse environmental!

The ordeal of the Medicine — Sun 
Dance is the most sacred and im- 
portant ceremony of the Kiowa, as it is 
for many Indian tribes. It signifies the 
religious desire of the people for 
spiritual rebirth and guidance, so that 
the tribe may live in accord with the 
workings of the universe. 

Three years ago was the first time 
Morgan Otis (Tohayudah) attended 
the Medicine Dance of the Kiowa 
Tribe at the Arapaho Reservation in 
Wyoming. The CSUS Assistant 
Professor of Education, a Kiowa - 
Arapaho Indian, may one day Ppar- 
ticipate in it for the good of his 
people 

When Otis was nine years old, after 
the death of his grandmother, he says 
he suffered from what the Kiowa 
called the “ghost sickness.” His oody

Tohayudah was born in Oklahoma 
in 1935. He attended school in 
Oklahoma and Kansas, served eight 
years in the U.S Navy. and then 
earned his teaching credentiais, and 
M.A. Degree from Chico State At 
Present, he is writing his doctorate 
dissertation through U C., Berkeley 
He is married and has two children 

Upon completion of his Ph.D 
Otis intends to write a book about his 
Rieat grandfather Zontom 
(Zontahm). He closely identifies with 
the Kiowa people, his father, tribe. 
and uniquely, he is the sever th first 
born male to that family side The 
Kiowa believe that the number seven 
signifies comr'stion, therefore, Otis 
may be among a select group to see the 
end of this, the last of the four ages in 
Kiowa legend. His first born, a male 
child also, may see the beginning of 
the ‘new age’ 

Otis explains that in the first “age” 
according to legend, the Kiowa 
emerged from a hollow log protruding 
from the earth in the vicinity of 
Yellowstone. The size of the Kiowa 
nation remained small because a 
heavy tribe member became stuck in 
the hole, thus blocking the way for 
those behind 

One of the y ung girls who made it 
through the log, was favored by the 
Sun “When she 
Otis, “the Sun enticed her to climb a 
large tree which had a small porc upine 
at the top. This lead through a hole in 
the sky, into the upper world. There

Run for your lives!! 
Sacto water tank cracked by local artist

It began as a small, pencil - thin 
crack near the base of the giant water 
tank on Riverside Drive near Land 
Park. It spread outward and upward 
until the entire front of the tank was 
covered by a web - like maze of 
ominous - looking cracks Already 


water appeared to be seeping out of 
the tank through several of the black 
openings s 

Motorists cruising down Riverside 
Drive gianced at the tank and gaped in 
amazement. Those who stopped for a 
closer look, however, quickly realized 
that Land Park and the adjacent 
neighborhoods are in no danger of be- 


ing inundated with thousands of 
gallons of water. It's merely the latest 
Project from the fertile imagination of 
loca! artist Horst G. Leiss! 

If you were turned on by the

Another hole reveals the 
distant blue globe of the Earth floating 
in inky black space A miniature scene 
of the water tank itself as seen from ac- 
ross the street appears in a third 
opening Several more mini - pain- 
tings will adorn the tank when Leiss! js 
finished with the project 

The city will sandblast the tank 
clean sometime next year, but Leiss! is 
not at a.! disturbed by the temporary 
nature of his work “I'm fascinated 
with my projects while I'm working on 
them, but once thev're completed | get 
bored with them quickly,” said the ar 
list. “I'm always eager to go ont 
something else.” 

According to Leissi, all the reac 
tion so tar has been favorable He had 
no trouble getting permission for the 
Project from the city council, and most 
Of the passersby seem de ighted “I'm 
sure there are people around why 
think it’s shit.” said the artist, “but s:
